Boston, March 20.—Detectives are 
searching for the latest will made by 
Admiral Eaton. They believe if their 
search is successful they will have 
all the evidence necessary to explain 
the motive for the mysterious death 
of t admiral. 

This will, it is asserted, disin- 
herits everybody but his youngest 
stepdaughter, Dorothy. 

All day yesterday the authorities 
sought for traces of paris green poi- 
son. They found some that James 
Prouty claimed had come from the 
| Eaton homestead. Their persistent 
search for an arsenicai poison gives 
rise to the rumor that the expert ex- 
amination of the stomach and intes- 
tines of the dead man had shown 
traces of this kind of poison. 

It has been established that the 
authorities have completely eliminat- 


ed the natural death and_ suicide | 
theories. Their constant and in- 
creasing activities, with the an- 
nouncement of District Attorney 
Barker late last night that the biggest 
development thus far in the case 
would occur today at the inquest, 


| tend to show that the theory of acci- 
| dental death by poison is decidedly 
of secondary importance. 

Then, again, the persistent searches 
for poison by the authorities is most 
| significant. Yesterday they visited 
| the drug stores of Somerville. On 
Tuesday afternoon hardly had Mrs. 
June Keyes left the office of Dr. 
Kennison when an officer called to ex- 
amine the doctor’s poison record. 

The story of the second will came 
like a bombshell out of a clear sky 
yesterday afternoon. 

A neighbor said that Dorothy had 
expressed keen disappointment over 
her inability to find a will of the ad- 
miral which had been made out about 
| six months previously naming her as 
the beneficiary. 

“Dorothy said that years ago the ad- 
miral had made out a will naming 


} which is offered by practically every 


June and herself as the beneficiaries,” 
said the neighbor. 

“She further said that strife in the 
household had caused the admiral to 
draw up a second will in her favor and 


searched the house high and low for 
it without finding it. She told me she 
had found the old will and that Judge 
Kelley had it now in his possession.” 
There was a pathetic touch sur- 
rounding the visit of Detective Scott 
and Deputy Sheriff Congdon to the 
home of James Prouty, the old Eaton 
neighbor, yesterday afternoon. They 
came to serve a summons on him. 
Prouty is feeble and 88 years of age.

FAULTY SCHOOL SYSTEM .

Snedden, Education Commis- 


ods Used in American Schools

was the keynote of the address made 


Teachers’ Association by Dr. David 
Snedden, State Commissioner of Ed- 
\ There was a large and ap- 
preciative audience of teachers and 
their guests, who listened’ with 
marked interest to the views set 
forth by Dr. Snedden. 

The speaker called to mind at the 
outset the present-day dissatisfaction 
concerning the educational system 
now in use in our schools and the 
great amount of destructive and con- 
structive criticism heard on all sides. 


He said that there is an enormous 
responsibility for these conditions 
resting collectively on individuals, 


communities, the state and the na- 
tion as a whole, and that a change in 
method is imperative. The entire 
secret underlying efficiency in educa- 
tion is that that education must be 
purposeful, and Dr. Snedden stated 
that he believed the lack of this ele- 
ment in school curriculums and in 
the attitude of teachers and_ in- 
structors towards the educational 
question, is responsible for the un- 
satisfactory results which are being 
obtained. To illustrate his point, he 
spoke of the ordinary course of study 


high school throughout the land. 
The curriculum contains in almost all 
cases the same subjects presented in 
about the same manner, employing 
the same textbooks, with slight va- 
riations, and all because for years 
past these, subjects have been part 
of the so-called high school training, 
and have become so fixed that the 
result is an astonishing uniformity 
throughout the country. But, the 
speaker declared, he did not believe 
that anyone could be found who 
could point out conctusively just how 
and where certain subjects taken up 
in the high schools function in the 
lives of the pupils who spend a large 
share of their time during from two 
to four years in the pursuit of those 
studies. He cited algebra as a specific 
example: of all the pupils who study 
this subject, only those who later 
become engineers find any real use 
for algebraic calculations, and in 
refutation of the argument that alge- 
bra is yaluable in the line of mental 
oy TMA Pees, he said that psychology 
has as yet*failed to show where alge- 


bra is particularly valuable in this 
respect. 
In the same manner he criticised 


they are now taught, 
and history as it 1s commonly pre- 
sented. The former consists of a 
series of detached experiments about 
properties more or less vague, pre- 
sented from such a standpoint by the 


the sciences as 


practical value when applied to the 
science of everyday life. As regards 
history, he denounced the prevalent 
“mulling-over” of ancient history, 
and.the learning of useless dates and 
names, and advocated a more exten- 
sive study of current events, with an 
introduction of social science as re- 
lated to local industries and social 
activities. 

In comparing 
with those of European countries, 
especially England, Scotland, Ger- 
many, Switzerland and Denmark, he 
said that the primary grades of our 
schools are all that can be desired. 
Essentials are taught that will be of 
definite use in later life, and neither 
time nor effort is wasted in mastering 
things that will perhaps never be re- 
quired. The upper grammar grades 
and the high school, however, suffer 
greatly by comparison with foreign 
systems, and we have much to learn. 
One very favorable feature in Ameri- 
can schools emphasized was the wide- 
spread love for good reading, not 
only as it relates to the so-called 
classics, but to other good reading, 
including the best newspapers. The 
careful training of the pupil to an 
appreciation of the latter was advised 
by the speaker as something very de- 
cirable. as a widespread demand for 
good newspaper literature will have 
much influence in shaping the news- 
paper of the future. 

Another error in our educational 
system is the fact that there is not 
more flexibility or differentiation in 
school courses. Dr. Snedden believes 
that preparation for life work should 
begin much earlier than it now does, 
and that that preparation should be 
pursued strenuously or leisurely as 
the aim desired warrants. In other 
words, if one is working with a se 
ris

sire of entering some vocation, 

school study should be earnest and 
untiring, and his whole energy de- 
voted to the perfecting of the 


branches of study which will be nec- 
essary later on. If one simply wishes 
to obtain the general culture which 
obtains to the so-called culture 
!course or college preparatory study, 
he should be allowed to approach his 
work in a much more leisurely 
fashion, in order that there may be 
time for enjoyment, apprecia- 
tion, and general understanding of 
the beauties of literature, art, and 
the other phases of general culture.

This scene was the 
most forceful argument in favor of 
putting the question to the Australian 
ballot, and vindicated my position on 
that part of the question. It also il- 
lustrated the fact that it is more 
honorable to exercise a judgment be- 
hind the Australian ballot than to de- 
feat the ends of fair play behind an 
assumed technicality. 

With all due respect for our ven- 
erable Ex-Moderator, our honorable 
Ex-Spg@aker, and the “representative 
citizens” around me at the town 
meeting, I still maintain that my mo- 
tion relative to the acceptance of 
Chapter 345 was an amendment to 
the original motion and took prece- 
dent to that motion and was, at that 
time, the only motion that could be 
put to a vote. I shall endeavor to 
prove this assertion by an examina- 
tion of the question involved. 

The article under consideration 
was as follows: 

“Article 4. To see if the Town! 
will accept the provisions of Chapter 
345 of the Acts and Resolves of 
Massachusetts of 1912, relative to 
abolishing the Board of Public 
Works and to the establishment of 
a new Board of Public Works.” 

Mr. Rogers’s motion. was, viz: 
Moved, “That the Town accept the 
provisions of Chapter 345 of the Acts 
and Resolves of 1912; time for the 
provisions of such Chapter to go into 
effect to be determined later.” 

My amendment was: Moved, “That 
the question of accepting the pro- 
visions of Chapter 345 of the Acts 
and Resolves of Massachusetts of 
1912 be submitted to the voters for 
acceptance by the Australian ballot 
at a special town meeting to be held 
within six months to date; and be it 
further moved that if the Chapter 
345 be accepted at said town mecting, 
that the proper officials prepare for 
the reorganization, according to the 
act, to take effect at the next regular 
town meeting of 1914.” 

The above presentation of the 
Article, original motion, and my 
amendment is self-evident of its va- 
lidity as an amendment. 

Previous to the moving of my 
amendment it was ruled that it was 
not compulsory to accept this Act at 
this town meeting, but could be ac- 
cepted at any future town meeting, 
special or regular. This was the only 
doubtful point I had in my amend- 
ment previous to this ruling. 

For further proof of the validity of 
my amendment let us test it by par- 
liamentary procedure. : 

A motion can be amended in many 
ways, viz: by dividing, inserting, 
striking out, striking out and insert- 
ing, substitution, changing the in- 
tent, and several other ways. 
the underlying principle is that it 
must be germane to the main motion. 
That is to say, that the germ or mo- 
tive idea must permeate thes amend- 
ment. Let us compare the Article, 
main motion, and the amendment by 
the test of relation in the motive idea. 

The motive idea in the Article is 
the acceptance of the provisions of 
Chapter 345, in the main motion it is 
the same, and in the amendment it is 
the same with the addition of how 
and when it is to be accepted. In 
the second part of the main motion 
it expresses the intention of fixing 
the date to go into effect later. “The 
second part of the amendment fixes 
the date to go into effect, condi- 
tioned on the acceptance of the Act 
at the special town meeting. The 
amendment is related to the main 
motion as father is to son. The 
amendment conforms with the law, 
that an amendment shall be germane 
to the original question, and_ shall 
also be specific. I fail to 
anyone can question the validity of 
the amendment. 

Assuming that my motion was a 
substitute motion, as a motion to 
postpone, it did not change its status, 
it was in order. If there was any 
question as to its classification it was 
up to the Moderator to rule, but he 
could not justly rule it out of order. 

It has been stated that my motion 
was out of order because it contained

motion was. The provision of Sec- 
tion 4 is: “If the act is accepted at 
an annual méeting, it shall take ef- 
fect upon its acceptance.” Accord- 
ing to this provision of the act any 
motion or part of a motion express- 
ing an intention of setting a date 
when the act shall take effect would 
be out of order if not illegal. Mr 
Rogers’ motion said: “Time for the 
provisions of such Chapter to go into 
effect to be determined later.” It 
was determined later when the mo- 
tion was made and carried to call a 
special meeting to elect officials for 
the new Board of Public Works. 
April 7th was their time for the pro- 
vision of the act to go into effect, 
The other provision of Section 4 of 
Chapter 345, and to which my motion 
was germane, was, “If the act is ac- 
cepted at a special meeting then it 
shall take effect upon such a date as 
shall be fixed by the town at the 
time of the acceptance of the act.” 
Compare my motion to the provision. 
Again, when we compare a provision 
of Section 3 of Chapter 345, which 
is: “The members of the Board of 
Public Works hereby — established 
shall be elected at a regular town 
meeting or at a special town meet- 
ing, called for the purpose,” we seem 
to get into legal entanglements that 
transcend the layman and should be 
determined by legal authority. 

My motion has been called a mo- 
tion to postpone, and therefore out 
of order. A motion is generally de- 
termined by the motive idea or dom- 
inant thought and intention. A mo- 
tion to “postpone to a day certain” 
has two specific principles of inten- 
tions, viz: “to defer the consideration 
or the further consideration of the 
main question to a more convenient 
date,” and “specifies the time when 
the question shall again be in order.” 
When made it stops all debate on the 
main question, and specifies when it 
shall be renewed. My motion an- 
tagonized these two principles. It 
opened the debate on the whole ques- 


tion by adding to the main question - 


how we shall accept the act, by the 
Australian ballot, also when and how 
the act should go into effect. The 
special meeting was a consequent of 
the Australian ballot, and the ques- 
tion could not again be considered 
and debated. The intention of my 
amendment was to consider and dis- 
cuss all the phases of accepting the 
act and then put it to the Australian 
ballot instead of the voice, hand, or 
standing vote. The simple question, 
what would be the procedure provid- 
ing my motion was put and decided 
in the affirmative, should suffice to 
rank my motion as an amendment. 
The answer would be, let the proper 
officers proceed to prepare the bal- 
lot, and if the act be accepted by the 
ballot, the proper officers would then 
proceed to reorganize the new board, 
at the time specified by the motion 
and according to the laws governing 
the same. I fail to see how the prin- 
ciple of amendment is void because 
of the fact that a provision of an 
amendment requires another day for 
its execution. There are two distinct 
factors in a main question, its de- 
liberative factor, and its decisive fac- 
tor. Both factors must certainly-he 
subject to modification. I fail to 
see how two antagonistic principles 
whether it be in rules of order or 
| ethics, can be identical. 

There is one question that is per- 
tinent to the issue. If my motion 
had preceded Mr. Rogers’ motion, 
would it be a legitimate main motion? 
If not, what would it be? The af- 
firmative answer would prove it an 
amendment. 

In closing this review of this ques- 
tion, I wish to state that my object 
is to present my position before the 
voters as clearly as possible, that they 
may judge the merits of my attitude, 
and, also, to give those who differ 
an opportunity to prove that my 
reasoning is faulty, or that my prem- 
ises are not real. 

I believe in fair play and would 
rather lose in a fair fight than win 
under questionable means. The town

GREEK RULER 


King George Vietim of Greek 


of Low Mental Type 
ASSASSINATED WHILE WALKING 


Accompanied Only by Aide-de-Camp 
When Slayer Comes Suddenly at 
Him on Principal Street of Salonica 
—Victim’s Third Son Announces 
Death and Invites Officers to Swear 
Fidelity to Constantine, Who Will 
Succeed to the Throne—Slain Sov- 
ereign Was Most Democratic and 
Accessible to His People 


Salonica, March 19.—King George 
o. Greece was assassinated while walk- 


ing in the principal street of Salonica. 
yesterday afternoon. The assassin 
was a Greek of low mental type, who 
gave his name as Aleko Schinas. He 
shot the King through the heart. 

The king was accompanied only by 
an aide-de-camp, Lieutenant Colonel 
Francoudis. The assassin came sud- 
denly at him and fired one shot from 
a@ seven-chamber revolver. The 
tragedy caused intense excitement. 
Schinas was siezed immediately and 
overpowered. 

Prince Nicholas, the king’s third 
son, and other officers hurried to the 
hospital. Arriving first, Nicholas 
summoned the officers and, speaking 
in a voice choked with sobs, sad: 

“It is my deep grief to have to an- 
nounce to you the death of our be- 
loved king and invite you to swear 
fidelity to your new sovereign, King 
Constantine.” 

Crown Prince Constantine, who 
succeeds King George, is at present 
at Janina. He is expected to come 
here with all possible speed. 


KING GEORGE OF GREECE 

The assassin of the king is an evil- 
looking fellow, about 40 years of age. 
On being arrested he refused to ex- 
plain his motive for the crime. He 
declared that his 
Schinas, and, in reply to an officer 
who asked him whether he had no 
pity for his country, announced that 
he was against all governments. 

Schinas maintaineu a perfectly im- 
passive demeanor, which was sug- 
gestive of his being irresponsible for 
his actions. 

Notwithstanding the rapidity with 
which the king received attention he 
was found to be dead on arrival at the 
hospital. 

Precautions were at once taken 
throughout the city and perfect order 
is being maintained. 

On Throne Fifty Years 
King George I. of Greece was born 


Dec. 24, 1845, christened Wilhelm, 
the second son of the late King 
Christian IX. of Denmark. He was 


elected king of the Hellenes by the 
Greek national assembly at Athens, 
March 30, 1863. 

He accepted the throne on June 4 
following, his father acting as guard- 
fan, and on June 30 the Greek nation- 
al assembly by edict declared the boy 
king to be of age. King George ar- 
rived in Athens on Noy. 21, and on 
Oct. 27, 1867, he married Princess 
Olga, the eldest daughter of Grand 
Duke Constantine of Russia, brother 
of the late Czar Alexander II. 

King George and Queen Olga have 
six children, five sons and a daugh- 
ter. 

The heir apparent is Prince Con- 
ptantinos, Duke of Sparta, born Aug. 
2, 1868, who on Oct. 27, 1889, mar- 
ried Princess Sophia, sister of 
Emperor William of Germany. She 
fs one year his junior. 

Trials and tribulations were waiting 
for King George at the threshold of 
his sovereign career when he cut the 
knot of contention and framed a 
democratic constitution, but in spite 
of all he steadfastly set to his task 
of making the Greeks self-governing. 

The man who rode safely so many 
storms must have had great quali- 
ties. Above all, he must have had 
qualities that take hold of the imagi- 
nation and the sympathy of the peo- 
ple. These qualities King George had 
{n no common degree. Most demo- 
cratic and accessible of monarchs, 
his people came to him with their 
grievances as children to a father,

His un- 
ruffled serenity, his genial humor, the 
smile, and the warm hand clasp were 
powerful solvents for popular discon- 
tent. It has been well said that the 
most contagious thing in Greece, ex- 
cept the fever, was King George’s 
good humor. 

The modest and simple life to which 
he was accustomed in early days 
never lost its attraction for the sov- 
ereign. ‘Tourists who happened upon 
him in a restaurant in Athens, sip- 
ping his coffee or watching a game of 
draughts, might find it difficult to 
realize the ‘“d#inity that doth hedge 
a king.” But the Helienes were un- 
der no delusion on that score. They 
knew their sovereign as men know 
their intimate friends, and saluted 
him with the Greek equivalent to 
“How do you do, king?”

Dow, the State street stock promoter, 
was sentenced to from eight to twelve 
years in state prison by Judge Brown 
of the Suffolk superior court, for the 
larceny of $250,000 from three .min- 
ing companies.

Dow was head of the brokerage firm 
of Stephen R. Dow & Co. He was 
also the head of several mining com- 
panies, from which the government 
alleges he stole funds.

One can wish that all of those who 
have opposed indirectly this new 
move for better government in An- 
dover were as frank and open as Mr. 
Rliodes has been throughout the en 
tire controversy. Whatever may be 
the ultimate result, Mr. Rhodes wil! 
deserve a deal of respect for his hon- 
est position. The same cannot be 
said of many people who have by 
all sorts of indirection attempted to 
discredit those wlio have honestly 
sought to bring about this change. 
Not a citizen has thus far produced 
any argument whereby this change 
would not an advantage univer 
sally enjoyed.

| TO GLEAR SITUATION 


| Attomney General Will Rule, 
Legislation Will Be Asked 
| if Necessary

The amendment of one section of 
the bill introluced into the Legisla- 
ture last year to reorganize the Board 
of Public Works of Andover, has 
| seemed to make a question that 
should be cleared up before members 
| of the new Board are elected. Under 
Sections 3 and 4 as provided in the 
original bill as introduced, the ques- 
tion of determining the time when 
the new officials might take office 
was left entirely to the action of the 
Town of Andover. On the. basis of 
this original bill the motion was in- 
troduced into the town meeting and 
carried. In passing the bill through 
the various stages, however, some- 
body in the Legislature took it upon 
himself to. change Section 4 into a 
positive time at which the bill should 
take effect, but did not change the 
time for officials going into office in 
such a way as to provide for an 
interim administration of these de- 
partments during the change. 

A conference with the Selectmen 
and the Town Counsel was held last 
Saturday, resulting in a decision on 
the part of the Selectmen to petition 
the Legislature for remedial legisla- 
tion covering this defect, and such 
action has been taken. While this 
will delay for a short time the re- 
organization of these departments, it 
would appear to be much wiser to 
have it done, that there may be no 
question about the administration of 
all this work, both by the old Boards 
and the new. 

We commend the Selectmen for 
their prompt action in determining 
just what the status is on these dii- 
ferent questions, and in securing ley- 
islation to remedy any difficultics 
that may be found to exist.

“At Glasgow he studied medicine 
and divinity that he might be doubly 
furnished to supply the wants of 
men. His first attempt to preach in 
a church near London was a painful 
failure; he forgot what he had pre- 
pared and fled in confusion. The 
great heart of him was bursting full, 
and any words were too tiny an out- 
let for his torrent of love. He was 
a man of action and started for his 
field in Africa December 8, 1840, 
where he plunged into the dry re- 
gions seven hundred miles north of 
Capetown. In six months he gained 
a practical use of the strange lan- 
guage and a wonderful ascendancy 
over the hearts. of his black com- 
panions. His rigor and his tender 
sympathy, combined with rare judg- 
ment, preserved his life through 
thirty years of travel among savages. 


“He felt an irresistible call to open 
the dark continent, exposing the 
millions of unblessed heathen to the 
mercies of Christendom. He found 
the cruel Arabs raiding the helpless 
blacks and driving them in chains to 
the horrors of — slavery. ‘May 
heaven’s rich blessing fall on every- 
one, English, American or Turk, who 
helps to heal this open sore of the 
world.’ He traveled twenty-nine 
thousand miles, making the most ac- 
curate observations of a scientist, and 
charting for the world one-third of 
its greatest continent. He gave to 
the world for its endless inspiration 
the peerless example of magnanimous 
loyalty to the most despised people 
on the globe. What a beautiful tes- 
timony of their response they gave, 
when they carried his lifeless body 
on their shoulders seven hundred 
miles through deadly forests to Zan- 
zibar that it might be taken to the 
white man’s land. In the sacred 
shrine of Westminster Abbey it lies, 
while over it on bended knees the 
reverent gratitude of countless Afri- 
cans will blend with the praises of 
the whole world.” 


At the Free Church 


In a congregation eighty per ceht 
of which is of Scottish birth and 
descent, and from the fact that the 
Congregational denomination — has 
profited in its missionary work in 
Africa through Livingstone’s work, it 
was fitting that the pastor, Rev. F. A. 
Wilson, at the Free church, should 
dwell at length on the life and ac- 
complishment of the great mission- 
ary-pathfinder. There was a large 
attendance and Mr. Wilson’s sermon 
was an excellent one. He chose his 
text from St. Matthew’s Gospel, third 
chapter, third verse: “The voice of 
one crying in the wilderness, Prepare 
ye the way of the Lord, make his 
paths straight.” 

He spoke in part as follows: 


“The Christian world begins today 
its celebration of what we call 
“Holy Week” in memory of our 
Lord, who gave his life on Calvary 
for the salvation of humanity. It is 
not unfitting that we consider’ this 
morning the life and work of David 
Livingstone, one of His followers, 
who in the spirit of his Master gave 
his life for the redemption of Africa, 


observed in many places on both sides 
of the sea as the centennial of his 
birth. 

“The words of our text are ap- 
plied to John the Baptist in Matthew’s 
Gospel; but they are peculiarly ap- 
propriate to him who by thirty years 
of life in the wilderness of Africa, 
more than any other man has helped 
to prepare the way for Christian 
civilization in that Dark Continent. 

“All great men are a heritage for 


our race. What they have been and 


what they have accomplished en- 
riches humanity. Livingstone was of 
Scottish birth, but every lover of 


mankind is glad to claim him as a 
brother. Wherever the story of his 
life has gone it wakens pride in 
human possibilities for heroism, and 
inspires to unselfish living. 

“He was fortunate in being reared 
in a land where self-reliance, helpful- 
ness, cheerfulness, fidelity and genu- 
ine piety were daily practiced. Such 
an environment gave him high ideals 
and helpful equipment for doing a 
man’s work wherever his lot should 
be cast. His choice of the profession 
of a medical missionary led-him to 
Africa in 1840. There for a quarter 
of a century he labored strenuously, 
enduring unparalleled hardships with 
heroic devotion and unfaltering pur- 
pose, that he might lay permanent 
foundations upon which others could 
build. History presents no more 
pathetic picture than that of this 
wornout toiler dying alone in the 
rude hut on the shore of Lake Bang- 
weolo, praying with his last breath 
for his loved Africa. Stranger than 
any tale of fiction is the story of his 
faithful African attendants carrying 
his body a nine months’ journey of 
one thousand miles to the sea that 
it might be buried in his own coun- 
try.

“The oppressive treatment of the 
natives in the South by the Boers, 
the lack of easy access to the dense 
population of the interior, the devas- 
tation wrought by the African fever, 
and the horrors of the slave trade, 
made him realize that before the 
Christian evangelization of Africa 
could be efficiently done, the interior 
must be better known, its most 
healthful regions discovered, its 
depths opened to commerce by roads 
and by river and lake traffic, and the 
ban of the great Christian nations put 
upon the slave trade. To these ends 
he turned his persevering efforts and 
the results have proved the wisdom 
of his judgment. In the chief region 
of Livingstone’s travels many sta- 
tions of different missionary societies 
are now located, Scottish, English, 
German and Dutch Reformed, all 
traced chiefly to his preparatory 
work, 

“One of the most important is 
named Blantyre, in memory of his 
birthplace; and another, famed for 
its success in educational, industrial 


and medical work, bears the name 
‘Livingstonia.’ 
“For consecration to humanity’s 


moral uplift, for practical wisdom and 
self-sacrificing heroism, no name 
stands higher in the list of great mis- 
sionaries than that of David Living- 
stone. 


“He was no less successful as an 
explorer. How shall we estimate an 
explorer’s right to the name? By dis- 
tance traveled? Surely Livingstone 
pre-eminently deserves it. He trav- 
eled 29,000 miles in his wanderings 
in Africa, and much of this on foot. 
Shall we estimate it by dangers and 
difficulties endured? No traveler in 
any part of our globe has met so 
many and varied and great hardships 
as befell this missionary pathfinder in 
his thirty years of African service. 
Shall we estimate it by his additions 
to the scientific knowledge of un- 
known lands? Livingstone’s findings 
completely changed the map of the 
region over which he traveled. He 
discovered great lakes and_ traced 
mighty rivers to their sources. He 
brought to the world’s notice Vic- 
toria Falls, a far ,greater natural 
wonder than our own Niagara. He 
blazed pathways for travel and trade 
so accurately that the Astronomer 
Royal of England wrote of him: 
‘You could go to any point across 
the entire continent along Living- 
stone’s track and feel certain of your 
position.” He added richly to the 
world’s knowledge of Africa’s flora 
and fauna and geological formation 
and agricultural possibilities, and his 
records were a mine of information 
for the scientists of his day. Shall 
we estimate the explorer’s name by 
the great results attending his trav- 
els?) Columbus alone stands as Liv- 
ingstone’s rival, and Columbus’s di- 


rect influence was less than that 
which Livingstone left along his 
path. Columbus brought a new 


hemisphere to the knowledge of his 
fellowmen. Livingstone made pos- 
sible the transformation of a conti- 
nent. 

“His memorial tablet honors him 
as a philanthropist. The world’s 
philanthropists are many and they 
have shown their love for the race 
in various ways. Some have relieved 
humanity’s sufferings by the discov- 
ery of anaesthetics, antitoxins, and 
other remedies for disease. Some 
have added greatly to the comfort, 
convenience and safety of the race 
by their inventions. Some, by their 
wealth, have founded schools, col- 
leges, libraries, hospitals, asylums 
and societies of research for human- 
ity’s welfare. Some have led in 
great moral reforms. All these deserve 
gratitude and honor. Few deserve 
more than David Livingstone. He 
shunned no service however menial, 
no hardship however great, no dan- 
ver however hazardous, that he might 
give the darkened natives of Africa 


suggests his claim as philanthropist: 


““Por thirty years his life was 
spent in an unwearied effort to evan- 
eclize the native races, to explore the 
undiscovered secrets, and abolish the |

the wound on his breast, he withdrew 
his hand covered with blood, exclaim- 
ing. “Oh, that this had been shed for 
Ireland.” The Treaty Stone was an- 
other reminder of English perfidy, 
and an interesting sight was the girls 


at work making the world-famous 
Limerick laces. 
Coming across the country and 


passing through Tipperary a beauti- 
ful view of St. Patrick’s cathedral in 


Thurles showed a modern church 
with a seating capacity of 7000. Past 
Carrick-on-Shure down to  Wat- 


erford, 1amous for its round towers, 
whose origin and use have never been 
known; up country to Kilkenny and 
then on to Wigklow, with a splendid 
view of Bray Head. Irish scenery is 
famous and County Wicklow con- 
tains isnany beauty spots. In _ the 
words of Thomas Moore, the sweet 
Irish singer, 

There is not in this wide world a valley 
so sweet 

the vale in whose bosom the bright 
waters meet.

Skipping through “Dublin’s _ fair 


city,” with its beautiful Phoenix Park, 
its statues to Daniel O’Connell, pa- 


triot and emancipator, to Charles 
Stuart Parnell, Ireland’s original 
Home Ruler and: uncrowned_ king, 


Drogheda was entered through St. 
Lawrence's Gate, a fine bit of ancient 
architecture with its lofty gray tower. 
Drogheda was also famous in war 
times and the whole garrison was put 
to the sword by Cromwell, while 
nearby is the Boyne, where the fa- 
mous “Battle of Boyne Water” was 
fought. The largest city in Ireland, 
Belfast, which with its suburbs is 
nearly as large as Boston, is the most 
prosperous place in the country and 
has the largest linen factories and the 
largest ship-building yards in the 
world. Through County Antrim, vis- 
iting Bangor, noted for its monas- 
teries which in ancient times were 
the home of nearly 3000 monks and 
to which King Alfred sent for in- 
structors when he founded Oxford 
University, Coleraine and the Giants’ 
Causeway were reached, The latter’s 
formation is peculiar and legend has 
it that when the north of Ireland was 
inhabited by giants, one, Fin Mac- 
Coul, the greatest of them all, hear- 
ing that there was a race of giants in 
Scotland, crossed over one day. 
Alarmed at the stature of the Scot- 
tish giants he hastily beat a retreat 
and finding his boat gone, planted the 
pillars of the Causeway, using them 
as stepping-stones. A Scottish giant 
resolved to pay Fin a visit and at 
the approach of the visitor Fin fled 
in terror. Oonagh, his wife, with an 
Irishwoman’s wit, put him to bed 
and awaited the Scotchman. He in- 
quired for Fin. and was informed he 
had been gone two weeks. The vis- 
itor was invited to eat, but was cau- 
tioned to make no noise as the baby 
was asleep. He looked at the baby 
and on being informed that ft was 
Fin’s child he hastily left, declaring 
he didn’t care to meet the father. 

Beautiful scenes, round the north- 
ern coast, through the wilds of Done- 
gal, brought the traveler to Bally- 
shanon, famous for its salmon leap 
of twenty feet; past Athlone, the gate- 
way between Leinster and Munster 
in the days of the Irish kings, through 
Connaught to Galway, and ended a 
delightful trip. 

Other interesting views shown 
were excursion parties on the jolly 
jaunting-car, the low-backed car, and 
the native son with his famous black- 
thorn or shillalah, without which and 
the power to wield it an Irishman 
would be lost. The cattle fairs were 
seen, and at these while much busi- 
ness was done, it was also here that 
a few cracked heads, from the use 
or abuse of the beloved black-thorn 
in the heat of discussion, were sure 
to follow. 

Fr, Gleeson dwelt at considerable 
length on the ecclesiastical history of 
Ireland, of the centuries of religious 
oppression and bitter persecution by 
the English, of the unswerving fidel- 
ity to the Church and the dawn of a 
new era which promises before many 
more St. Patrick’s Days Home Rule, 
when Ireland will stand free and 
throw to the breeze her flag with 
Erin-go-bragh.

Bulletin 143 of the Massachusetts , 
Agricultural Experiment Station, con- 
taining a full report of the Inspection 
of Commercial Fertilizers in 1912, has 
just been issued. 

It contains the complete analyses 

of 337 different brands of commercial | 
fertilizers, together with 146 samples 
of chemica]s and organic fertilizing 
materials. and also 26 samples of agri- 
cultural lime. These materials were 
sold in the state by 97 different manu- 
facturers and dealers, all of whom are 
listed in the bulletin. 
_Instead of the valuation of the fer- 
tilizer, there is published the retail | 
cash cost of an equivalent amount of 
plant food in unmixed chemicals. An 
important part of the bulletin is the 
discussion of the quality of the mater- 
ials used in mixed fertilizers, especi- | 
ally the quality of the nitrogenous 
material employed.

[BOUT REGIPROGAL INSURANCE 


New Fight Makes Its Appearance at 


State House—Pension Question 


Continues to Be Pressing—Prison 
Commissioners May Lose Power of 
Parole—Big State Tax This Year 


“Time reaction” is a new term in 
liquor legislation. It means that the 
man who takes a drink will get his 
reaction seme three or four hours 
later and that his sense of care or 
his alertness will be dulled to some 
appreciable extent. tlhe proponents 
of the daylight liquor bill say that 
this effect of alcohol is such that it 
ought to debar a man from securing 
a morning drink. They have there- 
fore got behind the bill which says 
that saloons shall not open until 8 
o'clock. Thereby they say industrial 
accidents will be minimized. 

The theory of the morning drink is 
a fairly tough proposition for a 
starter to the committee on legal af- 
fairs, which for the first time is mak- 
ing itself acquainted with liquor leg- 
islation. Already the committee is 
talking of an easy way to sail through 
the liquor legislation. It is to give 
the bar and bottle repeal bill leave to 
withdraw and report against the day- 
light bill. 


Inspection Act 


This week we shall have from the 
committee on judiciary the new in- 
dustrial bil! which gives the industrial 
accident board the power to inspect 
machinery and examine workshops for 
the prevention cf occupational dis- 
eases. Chairman Carroll of the board 
and the members of the committee are 
drafting a bill which they think will 
go through the legislature. It is not 
supported very cordially by organized 
labor, but there is no serious opposi- 
tion as yet. If the bill becomes a law 
the governor will at once name the 
members of the new board on labor 
and industries, which was to have the 
powers sought to be transferred to the 
accident board. 


New Insurance Fight 

A new insurance fight has made its 
appearance at the state house and it 
surprised even the insurance men who 
are accustomed year after year to 
listen to the insurance story up in the 
committee. This is over reciprocal 
insurance, about which very little is 
known here. Reciprocal insurance is 
fairly well established throughout the 
United States. It is insurance by big 
concerns against accident and it 


greatly resembles a voluntary asso- 
ciation. Up to this time no attempt 
has been made to regulate it here. 


But now there is a bill in the hands of 
the insurance committee which would 
make a reciprocal association put up 
$200,000 and pay a premium upon its 
business. 
Stealing the Gib’s Thunder 

Nothing funnier in the history of 
the general court has ever happened 
than the feud that has sprung up be- 
tween Tom Giblin and Ben Sullivan 
of East Boston. The sequel to the 
fight in the house, when Giblin charged 
that his colleague in ward 1 had stolen 
bis amendment to the tunnel toll bill, 
was when Tom met Ben in the corri- 
dor and solemnly assured him that he 
could not be re-elected because of the 
discourtesy shown by him in the tun- 
nel toll matter. Tom declared that no 
gentleman would steal another man’s 
thunder and he did not hesitate to 
declare his views publicly to the 
house.

Kinney Pension Bill 


The Kinney pension bill is expected 
to come out of the commiftee on so- 
cial welfare this week. It simply 
provides for a commission to go deep- 
ly into the entire subject of pensions 
and make a report to the legislature 
next year. Chairman Bazeley of the 
committee thinks the commission 
should be three state officers, like the 
tax commissioner, the bank commis- 
sioner and the attorney general. 

The work of the commission would 
not consist merely in outlining’ a 
scheme for the payment of pensions 
to public employes, but to take up the 
infinitely more difficult question of 
old age pensions and widows’ pen- 
sions, both of which have rather @ | 
large measure of support in the pres- 
ent legislature. The pension question 
is one of the most pressing and it will 
continue to be so. The Kinney bill | 
is presented by Representative Kin- 
ney of ward 10, Boston. 

Clash Didn’t Come 

The expected collision between the 
joint committee on ways and means 
and the commission on economy and 
efficiency has not taken place, and it 
ig not likely to happen this year. 
When Governor Foss named Norman 
White as chairman of the commission 
it looked as if there mizht be interest- 
ing sessions between the two bodies. 
But Mr. White has been so engrossed 
with other things that he has permit- 
ted the ways and means committee to 


solve its difficulties pretty much as it 
has in years past. 
The state tax this year looks like 


$7,000,000, according to figures which | 


are given out by State Auditor White 


this week, who fis also a member of 
the commission. The time for cur- 
tailment in appropriations is coming 
in about a month, when the biggest 
scare that ever was raised about a 
state ta. is due to hit the legisla- 
ture. 

The chief trouble of the new state 
commission is in keepiing out of 
trouble, for it has been repeatedly 


asked to dip into things that it would | 


have been most foolish to meddle 
with. One such is the matter of East 
Boston development. The commis- 
sion, however, has made two note- 
worthy recommendations, One is for 
a single fish and game commissioner 
and the other is for the elections 
court to take the place of the present 
ballot law commission. 
Parole Bill 

Out of all the prison parole talk 
there is to be a serious attempt made 
to get through one bill to make it 
possible to parole a prisoner after he 
has served one-third of his minimum 
sentence. The power of parole may 
also be taken from the prison com- 
missioners and vested either in a pri- 
vate board or in the governor and 


council. This alternative is now be- 
ing discussed by the committee in 


charge. 
too much power has been conferred 
by the prison trustees upon Chairman 
Pettigrove. They dispute this, but 
the issue has been drawn that way. 

It is likely that when the parole 
bill makes it appearance it will pro- 
vide for the parole board to be ap- 
pointed by the governor. 

Thirteenth District Fight 

Meanwhile Chairman White is serv- 
ing nominally on the commission while 
his resignation is in. the .- hands of 
Governor Foss. Mr. White is the 
Bull Moose candidate for congress in 
the John W. Weeks district and he 


is making an active canvass for the | 


The Republican fight is‘close 
between Mayor Gleason of Marlboro 
and  ex-Representative 
Weston. Either one will have a hard 
fight to win at the polls. The Demo- 
cratic nominee will be ex-Congress- 
man John Mitchell of Marlboro, whose 
chances of election seem to be the 
brightest of any at this time. 
Box and Basket Bill 
As a follower of the womens’ core 
room bill of last year the box and bas- 
ket bill of this year is of some inter- 
est. This bill provides that all work- 
shops where there is any lifting to 


be done by women shall be provided | 


with boxes and baskets on pulleys so 


that the women shall have to do no 
lifting. The bill has not been op- 


posed by the employing interests and | 


it has almost gone through the legis- 
lature. 

The core room bill was for the pur- 
pose of forbidding women to work in 
rooms where cores were made on the 
ground that the work was too ardu- 
ous. But it was shown to be other- 
wise, and the state board 
was given authority to supervise the 
law. So there has been very little 
change in the work of women, except 
that in one of two places where com- 
plaints had been made about women 
lifting heavy cores there has been an 
inspection and no more such lifting. 

Drastic Cup Bill 

The drinking cup tegislation has 
gone a step further this year. It 
started with compulsory drinking cups 
in public buildings, and individual 
cups on railroad trains. Now the Dill 
goes to the extent of forbidding a 
common drinking cup in any 
place or in any factory or workshop. 
This looks at first glance like pretty 
expensive legislation and somebody 
in the senate suggested that at least 
some of the concerns that manufac- 
ture paper cups were not opposed to 
the bill. But after all it) will only 
hasten the use of the drinking foun- 


tain which has even made its way to | 


the state house, where the cups are or- 
dained by law. 
Trolley Prayer 

A little prayer from the hill towns 
has been issued. It is so eloquent 
and touching as to look as if it 
dripped from the pen of the versatile 
Sylvester Baxter, the well-known 
writer on railroad topics. 

It prays that the legislature will en- 
act the western trolleys bill so as to 
provide for the development of the 
little towns which the trolley recess 
committee said were going to seed. 

The prayer will be answered favor-

ways, but not until the transportation 
bill has gone up to the governor. One 
of the reasons why the governor 
vetoed the trolley bili last year was 
because he said he could not get 2a 
public utilities measure.

cellency.

happened in the stricken district are 
impossible to obtain. 

Reports unconfirmed said that four- 
teen persons lost their lives in Fre- 
mont and fifty at Tiffin, O. 

It was rumored in Indianapolis that 
200 persons were drowned in West 
Indianapolis, but this number was 
later reduced. South of Indianapolis 
the flood is said to have caused death 


in a number of small towns and vil- 


lages. 
Fire at Dayton added to the finan- 


cial loss caused by the flood. Early 
estimates, placing the damage in 
Ohio and Indiana at $50,000,000, 


were revised to show double that 
amount. 
Railroad officials were authority 


for the statement that lines converg- 


stand a loss of $25,000,000 in that 
city alone. 

Railroads are chief sufferers from 
property damage. It is said by en- 
gineers and construction bosses pre- 
paring repair trains for the flood dis- 
tricts that strips of railroads more 
than half a mile each had 
away in séveral places 
Indiana.
